‘They have installed rainwater 
harvesting in their home and 
use less than L000 litres per 
day All wastewater isrecycled. 
As Singh explained, 
"Onionisa water-hungry crop, 
butwegrow them in23feet-tall 
onion towers which consume 
very little water. We believe 
that right agricultural practi 
ces can help farmers sustain 


their farms," said Singh. 
The Singhs have even deve- 
lopedasystem to combat pollu- 
tion and heat using khus grass 
as cover for exhaust fans. "On 
Diwali day, whilethe AQIof the 
city was 800, the PMIO level in 
our home was I0 micrograms 
per cubic metre and PM2.5rea- 
ding was 5 micrograms per cu- 
bic metre. In April, when the 
outside temperature was 45 
degree Celsius, our home was 
cool at 25 degrees without air 
conditioners,” said Singh.

HC: Woman can 
seek divorce 
over sexual 
perversion

Kochi: Kerala high court has 
held thata wife isentitled todi 
vorce on grounds of physical 
cruelty if she has been sub- 
jected to sexual perversions by 
herhusbandagainst her will. 
The court said that differ- 
entpeoplemay definesexually 
perverse acts differently, but 
if one of the parties engaging 
in sex objects to the same but 
the other person continues, 
that would amount to cruelty: 
A division bench of Justic- 
es Amit Rawal and CS Sudha 
said that if the conduct and 
character of a person causes 
misery and agony to the 
spouse, the said conduct would 
certainly bean actof cruelty to 
the spouse, justifying the grant 
of divorce. "Subjectingthe wife 
to sexual perversions against 
her will and consent is certain- 
ly an act of mental as well as 
physical cruelty.” the HC held. 
The couple were married in 
2009 and the husband purport- 
edly went abroad for employ- 
ment after 7 days of cohabita- 
tion, After he left, the wife con- 
tinued to stay in her matrimo- 
nial home till November 29, 
2009. Gold ornaments and Rs I 
lakh given at the time of her 
marriage were misappropriat- 
ed by the husband and his fam- 
ily On November 29, 2009 the 
wife was sent out of the matri. 
monial home by her in-laws. 
‘Thenext day,sheand her moth: 
er filed a complaint , after 
which the husband has never 
contacted her or cared to pro- 
vide for her, During her brief 
period of cohabitation with the 
husband, he had harassed her 
both physically and mentally. 
Shealleged that he used to sub- 
ject the petitioner to sexually 
perverse acts and, when she re- 
fused to obey his directions, he 
had physically assaulted her. 
The court noted that while 
the pleadings did not contain 
specific details of physical and 
sexual abuse, the wife had de- 
scribed them in detail when she 
was cross-examined during the 
trialof acriminalcase in which 
the husband was charged with 
cruelty (IPC Section 498A).

Under the Indian Penal 
Code, the current law, a two- 
year jail term and penalty is 
provided for such offence and 
truckers fear that they would 
be hit hard by the new law. 


In 2022, hit-and-run 
cases led to nearly 
54,000 deaths on Indian 
roads, accounting for 
nearly 30% of the total 
fatalities that added up 
to over L7 lakh, 
according to home 
ministry data 
Government sources, how- 
ever said the provision ap- 
plies to all hit-and-run cases 
involving any vehicle and 
does not target just truck or 
bus drivers.

Wheels Within Wheels 


Harsh laws needed for road accidents. But what 
truckers & everyone need are better-designed roads 
Tee ‘steering chhodo andolan' — parking their trucks to 


clog highways and choke supply — did not suddenly erupt 
flash-mob style. It followed a letter written end-December to 
GOI by All India Motor Transport Congress (AIMTC) requesting a 
review of the maximum I0-year jail term and 27 lakh fine for hit-and- 
run accidents in India’s new penal code BNS. But AIMTC’s appeal 
to truckers to be patient clearly fell on deaf ears. Following talks 
with GOI yesterday, the strike was called off, with GOI assuring that 
stakeholder consultations will be held before the new law kicks in. 

Truckers’ point | The nodal body, and truckers, had feared that in 
hit-and-run cases especially on highways, police seldom investigate, 
simply blame truck drivers. There is no SOP on how to 
probe such cases. There's the additional fear of mob 
attacks by enraged locals on truckers who would pause 
to report an accident. To this, government said the 
law in no way suggests that the call to report an 
accident must be made from the site. The association 
believes the l0-yearjail term will act asa deterrent to 
men joining the gruelling transportation sector, 
whichalready suffersa27% shortageof drivers. The 
lifeline of India’s supply chain stood disrupted. 
Hopefully, starting today, supply of fuel and other 
essential commodities will resume. 

Butis the law to blame? | Truckers have a point, 
but blaming the law is hardly the solution to their 
~ woes. A stringent law is required. India leads the 

‘world in road deaths. In 2022, almost 59,000 people died in 
hit-and-run cases, about 30% of all road fatalities.A person died ina 
highway accident every hour in Maharashtra in 2022, up ]4% from 
the previous year. Indians can be callous drivers, with little care for 
rulesor regulations. 

Missing the full picture | Truckers fear false prosecution. Policing 
quality has indeed slipped countrywide. Further, several serious 
factors cause accidents, and highways minister Nitin Gadkari 
captured it in his 2020 interview to TOI: “Main reasons (for 
accidents and road fatalities) are faulty road engineering, defective 
detailed project reports, bad designing of junctions, inadequate 
signage and road markings.” That is the crux. 

So, harsh penalties alone are unlikely tomake roads safer. Truckers” 
demand for softening the law is less important than getting roads 
and highwaysright.

How come the fastest-growing major economy 
produces so many illegal immigrants?

Inevitable it's not | Yet a sense of inevitability wa 
quickly set aside - in 208 India was bracketed as a 
"Fragile Five" economy, While recovery was relatively 
quick, trend growth remained inconsistent, with 
stronguptrends seen only after the Covid trough. 

In a nutshell, there's nothing unstoppable 
about India's rise - it is subject to global economic 
cycles, consistently under-performing China and 
t Asia when it was at similar levels of develop- 
ment. 


Ahead for 40 years | China, at an ever-higher base, has 
outpaced India for four decades. The base difference 
today -$8 trillion vs$3.4 trillion in GDP- isso high that 
in 2023, when India was expected to grow 2-3% faster 
than China, the latter will add 3 times the national 
income India will. 

South Korea, 970:2000, grew even faster: In theI970s, 
Korea's GDP went up 7 times; in the 980s, 4 times. This 
doubled in the 990s culminating ina per capita income 
of $I,000 in 2000, making the country officially “rich”, 


Global makes local | India's growth is inevitably linked 
to global growth too — when 
strong, India does better There is 
no great exceptionalism around 
Indian growth, “This time it is 
different” is often the refrain in 
goldilocks days. But is it? From a 
narrow demand base at the tiny 
apex of the consumer pyramid, 
lack of quality jobs, investment 
heavily dependent on the fisc 
challenges abound.

We have all been startled by the power of OpenAl's ChatGPT 
and its ilk of Gen Al tools, like Google's Gemini and Meta's 
Llama. One crucial question in 2024 will be, can these be 
weaponised to make our cyberspace more insecure? 

First, there is some evidence that these can be used for 
creating phishing or more generally, misinformation 
campaigns. This is an area where detection techniques will 
Quickly improve to ensure that this stays like an arms race, but 
we do not fundamentally become insecure. The ultimate 
objectives of phishing are few and not changing (such as, to 
extract money or credentials) and detection techniques will 
focus on catching at that point, irrespective of how the 
phishing mails were generated. 

Second, there is some early evidence that LLMs 
A be used to generate malware. However, 
what LLMs generate are rarely usable 

because they rely on large data sets, and 
security vulnerabilities, by definition, do not 
have large existing trails of data. There will 
be significant, and expert, manual effort 
involved in crafting malware and then the. 
defence techniques will be able to 
keep up with the volume of such 
malware. 

Third, only few organisations. 
can afford to create and release 
LLMs due to the technical 
expertise needed.

CBI closes 209॥0 betting 
cases over lack of evidence 


New Delhi: The CBI is learnt to have 
closed its investigation in the two cases 
filed in connection with a network of 
individuals active in cricket betting who 
were allegedly trying to influence the 
outcome of IPL matches in 2003-2008. The 
cases, it was claimed, was based on inputs 
received from Pakistan. 

The agency had initiated a probe 
against private individuals and “unknown 
public servants” in Delhi, Jodhpur, Jaipur 
and Hyderabad. Two FIRS were registered 
in May 2022. However, the probe hit a dead 
end due to lack of evidence, sources said. 

“A reliable information has been re- 
ceived about a network of individuals 
involved in cricket betting influencing the 
outcome of indian Premier League matches 
based on inputs received from Pakistan. In 
the garb of betting related to IPL matches, 
they are cheating the general public by 
inducing them for betting,” the FIR filed by 
the CBI had said. 

“For this purpose, they have opened 
bank accounts (mule accounts) using fake 
identities and KYC documents in conniv- 
ance with unknown bank officials. These 
bank accounts have been opened by 
submitting forged details such as multiple 
date of births and without due diligence 
done by the officials,” the FIR said. mun

The auction, which will 
take place in Mumbai, will be 
carried out by the competent 
authority and administrator 
of the Smugglers and Foreign 
Exchange Manipulators (For- 
feiture of Property) Act or 
Safema, which is under the 
Union ministry of finance. 

In the past nine years, I 
properties belonging to Da- 
wood or his kin have already 
been auctioned by the Safema 
authorities. The four proper- 
tiestobeauctioned now havea 
total reserve price of Rs I9.2 
lakh, Thefirstproperty hasan

Prior & post facto 
green nods can’t 
co-exist, SC told

New Delhi: Prior and post 
facto environment clear- 
ance for projects cannot co- 
exist as they are "mutually 
destructive and an oxymo- 
ron”, petitioners told the SC 
on Tuesday, challenging the 
validity of an office memo- 
randum of the ministry of 
environment, forest and cli- 
mate change allowing post 
factoclearances. 

Environment impact as. 
sessement for a project "can 
only take place before com- 
mencement of activity and 
notafter,andthatthe EC isan 
approval which istaken prior 
tocommencementof activity 
and emanates from precau- 
tionary principle which is 
oneof thecornerstonesof en- 
vironmental jurisprudence” 
senior advocate Gopal Shan. 
nan told the ben- 
ch. In 207, the government 
providedasix-monthwindow 
for alleged violators to apply 
for post facto clearances. 

This was stayed by the 
Madras HC. On July 7, 202, 
the ministry issued standard 
operating procedures for 


processing EIA applications 
allowing ex post facto envi- 
ronment clearance through 
the back door, leading to the 
HC staying its operation. 
“When an independent ques- 
tion of one Bokaro project 
came up in the SC in Decem- 
ber 202], the SC said although 
the Madras HC stay was not 
challenged, it anyway ap- 
plied only to Tamil Nadu," 
Shankaranarayanan said. 

"Using this observation, 
the ministry issued an OM 
on January 28, 2022, saying 
SC had restricted the HC's 
interim order only to Tamil 
Nadu and started clearing a 
whole bunch of mining pro- 
jects with ex-postfactoclear- 
ance," he claimed. 

‘The NGO, while challeng- 
ing the validity of the office 
memorandum, had sought a 
direction to the ministry and 
state environment impact as- 
sessment authorities “not to 
processand entertain any ap- 
plication for grant of ex post 
facto environment clearance 
on applications filed after 
Aprill3,20I8(the window per- 
mitted under the March M4, 
207notification as extended 
by the Madras HC).
